Deputies and Strikers in Conflict

FLEW THICK AND FAST. 


‘@ump House by Which the Deputies 


Wei Sheltered Was Riddled by 
Bullets—The Strikers Are 
Feeling the Pinch of 
Hunger. 


Scranton, Pa., August 11.—A lively bat- 
tle occurred tonight between deputies and 
Strikers at Throop, an isolated mining 
village, 6 miles north of here. Scores of 
shots were exchanged, but as far as is 
known no one was hit. The one colliery in 
the village is operated by the Pancoast 
Coal-Company. Last Tuesday the wash- 
ery was started under the protection of 
armead deputies. There has been some 
stone-throwing at the deputies and club- 
bing of workmen. On several occasions 
the deputies discharged their guns to 
frighten away the boys who pelted the 
w“ashery with sling shots. 

Today the four deputies guarding the 
company’s pumping station located on the 
cover by a 
volley of shots from the other shore. The 
fire was returned and silenced the at- 
tack. Tonight when darkness fell the at- 
tack on the pump house was renewed. 
The company anticipated it and had a big 
force of deputies on hand. For an hour 
bullets flew thick and fast. The attack- 
ing party seemed to concentrate its fire 
on the pump house, for it was fairly 
riddled with bullets. The deputies shot 
into the bushes on the opposite shore, 
only a hundred feet away, making a tar- 
get of the spot where the flashes of the 
essailants’ guns were seen. 

The strikers evidently quit because of 
their ammunition being exhausted and

Hunger Pincnes Strikers. 


Shenandoah, Pa., August 11.—Complaint 
vas made to brigade headquarters today 
that strikers are foraging in the rich 
agriculturai district of the Catawista 
valley, which spreads its broad and fer- 
tile length along the other side of the 
mountains north of this city. The ilfe of 
wne farmer has been threatened becausc 
lhe attempted to protect his property and 
the raids have reached such serious pro- 
portion that the farmers are preparing 
to take some concerted action to stop fur- 
ther depredations. The . complaints 
reached headquarters today and it is not 
unlikely that cavairy will be sent into the 
district tomorrow. Farmers are drawing 
up a petition asking for protection. 

Lucien Munbeck, a farmer, reported 
that for some time past raids have been 
made on his place by parties of men. 
Early today he caught a man tearing out 
whole stalks of corn. He ordered the man 
off the place and as he was leaving he 
fired two shots at the farmer. The latter 
was armed, but did not shoot. A widcew 
who owns a farm reported that several 
men came on her premises and started 
to dig potatoes. Ehe ordered them off the 
patch, but they paid no attention to “er 
and did not leave until they had taken 
all they wanted. One farmer has severaj] 
men patrolling his farm day and night. 
‘The foragers do not confine themselves to 
stealing crops, but also take poultry. 

Soldiers in camp are daily feeding sev- 
eral hundred women and children. They 
come there saying they are hungry, and 
as there is more than enough food in the 
camp to supply the wants of the men, the 
officers permit the soldiers to give some- 
thing to the needy applicants. The num- 
ber that came las} week was small, but 
it is increasing every day. Some of the 
women and all of the children came to 
the camp in their barefeet. Many of 
them bring baskets to carry the food 
home. It is a common sight to see some 
of the women and children take scraps 
from the leavings of the soldiers. Colonel

Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 11.—Prince 
Chen, the newly appointed Chinese min- 
ister to this. country, and party, Third 
Assistant Secretary of SA te Pierce and 
Minister Wu called upon the president 
today. The visit was very interesting 
and delightful to both the president and 
to the distinguished Chinamen. The vis- 
itors particularly appreciated the 
thoughtfulness and consideration of Mr. 
Roosevelt in sending the Sylph for them 
and so expressed themselves to him. 

The visit did not take on an official 
character, but was rather social in its 
nature. Prince Chen took occasion, soon 
after the party arrived, to express to the 
president on behalf of the emperor of 
China the deep sense of gratitude the 
Chinese. people felt toward the United 
Etates because the army of this country 
protected and really prevented the de- 
Struction of many handsome palaces in 
Pekin during the trouble there two years 
ago. He also expressed the hope that 
the bonds of amity and commerce be- 
tween the United States and China might 
become closer and closer as time went 
on. 

To this the president responded that it 
would be his effort, by all means at his 
command, to promote the good feeling at 
present existing between the two coun- 
tries as well as to improve the commer- 
cial relations. 

The party remained at Sagafore Hill 
about an hour and a half. Senator Bur- 
rows accompanied them to New York. 


PALM OIL ON BLACK LIST. 


It Cannot Be Used in the Manufacture 
of Oleo. 

Washington, August 11.—Mr. Yerkes, 
the commissioner of interfial revenue, has 
made a decjsion on the question of 
whether palm ofl in very small quanti- 
ties may be used in the manufacture of 
oleomargarine. The commission has de- 
cided in tae negative. His decision says: 

“This office rules that where a small 
quantity of a vegetable otl-is used in the 
manufacture of oleo as is proposed to be 
used of palm ofl, and through its use 
the finished product looks like butter of 
any shade of yellow, it cannot be con- 
sidered that “the oil is used with the pur- 
posé or intention of being a bona fide 
constituent, part or element of the prod- 
uct, but is used solely for the purpose 
of producing or imparting a-yvellow color 
to the oleo, and therefore that ‘the oleo 
so colored is not free from artificial 
colorafion and becomes subject to the tax 
of 10 cents pér pound.”

Her early life and 
the life of her husband were clogely con- 
nected with that of Lincoln and it ts told 
in Hay and Nicolais’ biography of him 
that Lincoln was Mr. Speed’s confidant 
throughout his courtship of Miss Hen- 
ning, who afterward became his wife, and

NO ABSOLUTION FROM McGUIRE. 


Labor Leader Must Answer to Charge 
of Embezzlement. 
Philadelphia, August 11.—The executive 
board of the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners today received re- 
turns from more than 106,000 members 
of the organization throughout the coun- 
try to whom had been submitted a ref- 
erendum on the question of the charges 
against P. J. McGuire, national secretary- 
treasurer. By the majority vote the exe- 
cutive board which proposed to absolve 
McGutre from the financial charges made 

against him is overruled, 

Six months ago McGuire was arrested 
charged with embezzling $10,000 of the 
funds of the brotherhood. He effected a 
compromise with the -executive board. 
It was agreed that the criminal proceed- 
ings against him should be discontinued 
in consideration of MoGuiré paying $2,000 
mto the treasury of the brotherhood 
and waiving all claims against the order. 
McGuire paid $1,000 last month, and ac- 
cording to the terms of his contract is to 
Pay $1,000 on the first of next month.

Wendell Holmes, chief jus- 
tice of supreme court of Massachu- 
setts, te be an associate justice of the 
supreme court of the United States, vice 
Justice Gray, resigned. 

The resignation of Justice Gray’ was 
due te ill health. Several months ago he 
suffered a stroke of apoplexy, which some 
time later was followed by another. He 
has not appeared on the bench since he 
was stricken the first time. His ad- 
vanced age—74 years—told against his re- 
covery with serious force. Realizing that 
he probably never would be able again to 
assume the place which he so long had 
filled with distinguished. ability . and 
honor, he decided a short time ago to 
tender his fesignation to the presidenf. 
With the exception of Justice Harlan, he 
has served on the bench of the United 
States supreme court longer than any of 
his present colleagues. He was appoint- 
ed an associate justice by President Ar- 
thur on December 19, 1881, his service 
extending therefore through a period of 
nearly twenty-one years. 

Judge Holmes, whom the president has 
selected as Justice Grav’s successor, is 
one of the most distinguished lawyers 
and jurists of Massachusetts. His career

HE LIVES IN MONTREAL 
UNDER ASSUMED NAME 


Lamb, Counsel for Carter, Tells How 
the Suit Against Morgan’s Gi- 
gantic Railway Trust Was. 
Brought and Why His 
Client Fled. 


New York, August 11.—At the hearing 
today in the suit of Peter Power against 
the directors of the Northern Pacific raul- 
road to prevent them from turning over 
the stock of the company to the Northern 
Securities Company, George A. Lamb, 
counsel for Power, admitted that his 
client was living at the Queens hotel, 
Montreal, under the name of “P. Blake.” 

Mrs. Kate Carry, the proprietor of a 
hotel at West Hurley, New York, the 
place where Power was last seen, had 
testified to the presence of Power and 
his wife at her place and to their depar- 
ture, accompanied by a man whom she 
identifieq as Attorney Lamb. Witness’ 
son then told of driving Mr. and Mrs. 
Power and Lamb to the Rhinebeck ferry. 

After Camille Weidenfeld, the broker, 
had been excused until tomorrow, W. D. 
Guthrie, of counsel for the defense, asked 
that Mr. Lamb take the stand. Mr. Lamb 
asked the privilége of making a stato- 
ment, claiming he haq@ extended that 
same privilege to the witnesses of the de- 
fense. Mr. Guthrie said he would permit 
the explanation providing he would ex- 
plain his trip to West Hurley and 
Power’s escape to Canada. 


Under a False Name. 

‘Mr. Power,”’ said Mr. Guthrie, “‘is 
living in the Queens’ hotel, Montreal, 
under the fictitious name of P. Blake.’’ 

‘That is true,’’ admitted Mr. Lamb, and 
then he entered into a long statement. 
He told of finding Power at West Hurley 
in a highly nervous condition and desirous 
of going.«to Montreal, to which he (Lamb) 
objected. Power, he said, promised tu 
come: to this city at once, should Judge 
Lacombe decide that he was in con- 
tempt. Lamb declared that he had tried 
by means of telegrams to Montreal! to 
induce Power to return and had seut 
funds for that purpose. 

Mr. Lamb then told of being counsel for 
the firm of Lawson, Weidenfeld & Co. 
He had heard discussed on every side the 
subject of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany and its legality; he had many talks 
with Mr. Weidenfeld concerning this.

FIREBUGS BUSY 


WITH THE TORCH

Five Buildings in Peoria, ils, 


Fired by Band of Pyro- 
maniacs: 


FOR SEVERAL MONTHS 
FIREBUGS HAVE WORKED 


One Man Has Been Arrested and Hur- 
ried Off, as the People Threat- 
éned To Take the Law Into 
Their Own Hands. 

Loss Small. 


Peoria, Ills., August 11.—The police and 
fire department were kept busy today 
by the operations of supposed pyro- 
maniacs. The torch was applied to five 
buildings during the day, but the loss 
will not exceed $25,000. 

The police arrested Edward Flannagan, 
20 years old, and charged him with be- 
ing the incendiaty. Shortly after his ar- 
rest the muttcrings of the crowd made i+ 
necessary, as a precautionary measure, 
to semove the prisoner to the county jail 
for safe keeping. Since then Flannagan 
has refused to say a word. 

The first fire was started in the store 
of the Va] Blatz Brewing Company, at 
the foot of Harrison street. It was ex- 
tinguished before serious damage had 
beef’ done. Flames were next seen in 
Dooly Bros.’ coal sheds, the damage there 
was.-ndéminal. Snortly after noon fire 
was discovered in Neumillers’ livery barn. 
Nineteen horses znd all the rigs were de- 
stroyed. The flames spread, and for a 
time it looked as thcugh the entire ‘block 
would go up in smoke. A general alarm 
was sounded, and every piece of fire- 
fighting apparatus in the city was called 
out. While they were fighting the Neu- 
miller fire an alarm came from the Clark 
flouring mills, two blocks away. An 
alarm also came in from the residence of 
Mrs. Reggy. 

The firepug began his work in Peoria 
about April 1, and so vigorously did he 
apply the torch during the month of 
April that the city counpcli held a special! 
session and offered a reward of $500 for 
his capture and convicticn. For weeks 
men lay waiting in alleys armed with 
shotguns in hope of landing the reward. 
All this time he continued the match. 
The Fire Underwriters’ Association offer- 
ed an additional reward of $300. Up to 
date he has succecded in burning fifty- 
five hcrses and causing flre damages ag- 
gregating many thousands of dollars. 
When the flour mill fire broke out today 
Fiannagan was seen looking through a 
window, and was seen to throw some- 
thing into the building and walk hurried- 
ly around the block. He wag followed, 
and after the department had arrived at 
the fire he returned and was arrested 
while watching the progress of the 
flames.

Republica Leader Says He |s 
Anxious for Annexation 


He Regrets the Adoption of the Teller 
Resolufion—Declares That Phil- 
ippine Problem Is Similar 
to the One Settled by 
the Civil War. 


Chautauqua, N. Y., August 11.—The 
Hon. C. H. Grosvenor, representative in 
congress from Ohio, spoke before 9,000 
people today upon the Philippine ques- 
‘tion. After reviewing the confiict of 
views as to the acquisition of territory 
from the founding of the government 
down to the present, he said: 

“TI want to impress this, that the 
problems of our power in the Philippines 
involve the very principles that we 
thought were settled in 1860; that the con- 
stitution reaches out from the states anid 
covers each ptrson in every land under 
the sovereignty of the United States. It's 
the same battle we have fought over 
again with the same decision. The prob- 
lem in the opinion of all intelligent peo- 
ple is now eliminated from our politics. 

‘In the deciaration of war was insert- 
ed a few _words which ought never to 
have been there and I both spoke and 
voted egainst them repeatedly.

I believed then and 
believe now that she is too near ard 
presents too great possibilities of trouble 
to permit her to wander away from us 
in any way. We ought then to have taken 
her on fair terms and planted our flag 
there to stay. But the declaration went 
in and we have done with Cuba just as 
we sald we would do 

“The farmer who plants the seed is not 
primarily responsible for the crops, and 
so we who have planted a repubiie in 
Cuba and watered it with our prayers and 
our blood arg not responsible for its 
realization,, If it does succeed it will be 
the first republic ever thus established. 
I hope the Cuban republic will flourish, 
but if she ever reaches out a hand for 


help I would step out into the.water if 
need be and take her in.’’ 


NO MONEY FOR CONFEDERATES. 


Explanation Is Matle by Commission- 
er of Pensions. 

Washington, August 11.—The commis- 
sioner Of pensions today gave out the 
statement that an erroneous impression 
seems to exist among muiny ex-confeder- 
ate soldiers regarding the interpretation 
to be put upon the recent act of congress 
relieving union soldiers of disabilities for 
kaving previcusly served in the «onfeder- 
ate army. 

The idea seems to prevail that under this 
act the government is authorized to pa.- 
sion ex-confederate soldiers and the result 
is that the pension office is being deluged 
with avplications from the former wear- 
ers of the gray. The commissioner ex- 
plained that the law in question does not 
contemplate the pensioning of ex-confed- 
erate soldiers, but that it was designed 
solely to remove the disability which so 
long existed in the case of men who were 
impressed into the confederate servica 
and later joined the union army.

Senator McMillan was one of the 


strongest and best men of Michigan, said 


he, and his death will be a severe blow 
to the state as well as to the nation. 
He was a wise counsellor and a distin- 

hed statesman and one of-the most 
potent influences in the senate. His politi- 
cal and natural vision was keen. His 
plain business vision was always bright 
and his advice always good on questions 
affecting his party or his country. In 
Michigan he was loved and honored above 
almost any other man and his place will 
be difficult to fill. The national capital 
loses in him one of its ablest and most 
influential friends, for as chairman of the 
senate committee on District of Columbia 
he was in a position to promote, if not 
absolutely to carry out. his comprehen- 
sive ideas as to the development of Wash- 
ington. His death will be universally 
mourned. 

The news of Senator McMillan’s death 
came to the president in a telegram from 
Representative Corliss, of Michigan, who 
%ad received the tidings at Detroit. 
President Roosevelt was deeply shocked 
by the news, as his personal -relations 
with the senator were very close. Sena- 
tor Burrows’ visit to the president was 
largely of a personal character and they 
talked of Mr. Roosevelt's trip to Michi- 
gan, to be made while he fs on his north- 
western tour.

The Topeka will probably reach Porto 
Cabello, which is only a short sail from 
La Guayrd, some time today. 

There appears to be no question as to 
the right of the German naval forcés 
to land for the protection of German 
interests. It in no way involves the 
Monroe doctrine. Germany has been 
keeping close watch on Venezuela for 
some months, and at one time contem- 
plated taking a Venezuelan port in order 
to compel the payment of:certain Ger- 
man claims. It was-in that connection 
that the German ambassador at Wash- 
ington, Dr. von Holleben, made inquiry 
of President Roosevelt and the state de- 
partment as to whether such a move 
by Germany, for the sole purpose of 
collecting a claim and. not for the pur- 
pose of territorial expansion, would meet 
with any disfavor by the American gov- 
ernment. The response of the United 
States left Germany free to act, as the 
assurance that no territorfal extension 
was intended removed the case frém the 
operation of the Monroe: doctrine. The 
present landing of a German force has 
no connection with. Germany’s former 
move against Veneguela, although as- 
Surances heretofore given , high Germany 
serve in the present case show that 
there is no ulterior cairedid behind the 
protection of German interests at Porto 
Cabello.

In Spite of Diligent Search the Al- 
-Jeged Murderer Has Not Been 
Pound—Bartholin Quarreled 
with His Mother in Re- 
gard‘to His Marrage. 


Chicago, August 11.—An important de- 
velopment in the Barthclin-Mitchell mur- 
der mystery was made today when it 
was discovered that Bartholin had. been 
surprised July 30, while standing at the 
cellar grave of his,murdered mother, by 
a real estate agent. 

Peter Van _ Vlissirégen, who holds a 
mortgage on Mrs. Bartholin’s home, and 
who sent his.agent to the Calumet prop- 
erty to appraise it the afternoon of July 
30, furnished the police with the informa- 
tion about Bartholin working on the 
grave of his mother. 

The agent called and rang the front 
door bell repeatedly. No one answered 
and he went to the rear of the house and 
looked : through a . basement window. 
There he saw a man standing in. one cor- 
ner looking at the floor, apparently ab- 
sorbed in thought. 

Suddenly the man in the basement look- 
ed up and saw thé agent peering in. A 
moment later Barthbdiin came -to the rear 
door and asked the agent what he wanted. 
The latter replied that he wanted to see 
Mrs. ._Bartholin. 

Bartholin told the agent that his mother 
was in Milwaukee, and would not: return 
for several days. Shortly after this con- 
versation he was seen to leave the hous? 
On the same evening he called at Minnie 
Mitchell’s home. The couple left together 
and the girl did not return. 

At the inquest over the body of Mrs. 
Bartholin neighbors readiiy identified the 
corpse as that: of. Mrs. Bartholin. 

The burial] today of Minnie Mitchell by 
her family removed all doubt in the public 


Seventy-fourth and State streets last week 
was that of the young woman who was 
last seen with Bartholin. Complete hear- 
ing over Mrs. Bartholin’s pody was post- 
poned by the coroner until August 21, in 
the hope that additional clews to the mur- 
ders may be obtained.

rade. It is expected that Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain will be on board the 
steamer. The Boer leaders will spend 
Saturday night on board this vessel and 
Sunday they will be received by King 
Edward on board the royal yacht and 
in the presence of a number of distin- 
guished personages. 

The arrival in England of the Boer gen- 
erais will doubtless be the prelude to 
another round of Honizing like that ex- 
perienced by the late General Lucas Mey’- 
er, should the generals decide to stay 
in Engiond. But, acording to The Hague 
correspondent of The Daily Mail, former 
President Kruger, of the Transvaal, and 
his party are very anxious to prevent 
General Botha, General DeWet and Gen- 
eral Delarey from landing in England. 
Members of the Kruger party have sent 
urgent letters and cablegrams to Madeira 
in an effort to dissuade the generals from 
accepting British hospitality. It is pro- 
posed to send a Dutch vessel to intercept 
them, according to the correspondent, 
and, in any case, Messrs. Wolmarans, 
Fisher and Wessels will go to Southamp- 
ton with that intention.

The prince and Miss Gladys met at 
Blenheim palace on the occasion of the 
prince’s visit to his grand ypncle, the 
king of England. Both prince and the 
fair commoner are of the same age, and 
it was a case of reciprocal love at first 
sight.

UNITED STATES 


Lens Makers in Berlin Have 
Defrauded Government of 
Millions. 


UNITED STATES EXPERT 
HAS DISCOVERED FRAUD 


Lenses Are Shipped as Unmounted 
and Thereby Enter This Coun- 
try at a Rate 300 Per Cent 
Below That Provided 
by Law. 


Berlin, August 11.—I. F. Fischer, of the 
board of United States general apprais- 
ers, is In Berlin to find out how much it 
costs to produce unmounted lenses, prin- 
cipally photographic lenses. The inquiry 
probably will result in adding 300 per 
cent to the valuations adopted by the 
German exporters. Several million dol- 
lars’ worth of microscopic, photographic 
and opera glass lenses are exported from 
Germany to the United States annually, 
on which a duty of 45 per cent is paid. 

In order to avoid comparison between 
the customs invoices and wholesale price? 


} the exporters ship lenses as unmounted, 


but it is claimed none was evef sold 


to the trade in the United States as un- 
mounted. The appraisers recently suc- 
ceeded in making the exporters add W 
per cent to the invofced values, but the 
appraisers’ position is that about 300 per 
cent should be added. Mr. Fischer in- 
tends to take depositions in certain suits 
brought by German exporters in which 
the values of lenses was treated and 
will also visit various manufacturing cen- 
ters. 

Mr. Fischer sailed from New York for 
Europe on July 31. At that time there 
was much speculation as to the reason 
for his voyage. A current report was 
that a firm of importers had been de- 
tected in an effort to defraud the govern- 
ment of duties. 


SHIP AND CREW ARE MISSING. 


Nothing Has Been Heard of the Co- 
- lombian Boyaca. 

Colon, \Colombia, August 11.—Nothing 
has been heard of the government -gun- 
boat Boyaca, which has been missing 
since July 29, when she left Panama with 
300 men on board to reinforce General 
Berti at Agua Dulce.

ABOUT OLD WORLD AUTHORS 


London, July 30.—(Special Correspona- 
ence.)--Recent reports from. Birmins- 
ham as to the condition of'J. BH: Short- 
house make it nearly certain that the au- 
thor of “John Inglesant” will write no 
more. He is now a confirmed invalid and, 
though he is not yet.70, it Is not thought 
this his life can last much longer. It is 
now twenty-one years since Shorthouse's 
story of the civil war in England made 
him famous and eleven since his last 
work, “Blanche, Lady’ Falaise,” was pub- 
lished. Like R. D. Blackmore, the author 
has little use for his most popular book, 
preferring to it any one of his other—not 
especially successful—novels. 


The municipal museum of Paris has 
received no more welcome gift for many 
years than that of a door which once gave 
entrance to the house of Pierre Corneille, 
the French tragic poet. The donor was 
no other than Victorien Sardou, who 
happeneg to drive by Corneille’s house 
when, in 1836, it was being destroyed. Ihe 
playwright persuaded the housebreakers 
to let him have the door and he has kept 
it ever since. Attached to it is an old- 
fashioned brass knocker, which must 
often have been lifted by’ Moliere, who 
was one of the poet’s companions and 
who collaborated with him in the tragedy 
of ‘‘Psyche.” In the same house with 
Pierre Corneille 'iveq his brother, Thom- 
as. The two married sisters and this, in 
addition to their similar occupations, 
made them unusually intimate. The two 
flats which the writers occupied were 
separated by a sort of lattice and it used 
to be a common thing for one of them to 
cal] through to the other: “I say, brother, 
give me a rhyme for so and so.”’ 


Mrs. Asquith, the brilliant society 
leader, who, with Miss Mdygot Tennant, 
served E. F. Benson as the mode! for his 
piquant ‘‘Dodm,’’ is the proud possessor of 
what is supposed to be W. E. Gladstone's 
solitary contribution to English verse.

RIGHT ARM {S BROKEN; 
SEVERAL RIBS CRUSHED 


Was Ascending Water Tower Which 
Is Being Constructed When 
Scantling Gave Way—City 
of Macon Sold—Re- 
markable Verdict. 


Savannah, Ga., August 11.—(Special.j— 


Captain W. G. Austin, inspector of rifle 
practice for the First battalion of heavy 
artillery, Georgia state troops, was the 
victim of a serious accident this after- 
noon which came near resulting fatally.

He was ascending to the top of the 
water tower, which has been recently 
built, and is in an unfinished condition, 
and tried to draw himself up higher 
on a piece of transverse scantling. The 
scantling proved to be quite unattached 
to the scaffolding and, giving way be- 
neath Captain Austin's weight, precipi- 
tated him 30 feet to the ground. 

A foot or two from the ground he 
struck a piece of timber and by this 
heavy impact most of bis injuries were 
inflicted. His right arm was broken 
between the hand and elbow, four of his 
ribs on the right side were crushed, 
his back badly spraine@ and three fin- 
gers of his left hand dislocated. 

Stunned by the fall, Captain Austin 
yet managed to call faintly for assist- 
ance and some of the negroes on the 
work responded. A physician was goon 
obtained from the city and the wounds 
dressed. An ambulance brought Cap- 
tain Austin to the city and conveyed him 
to his home, where tonight he is rest- 
ing quietly. So far as can be ascer- | 
tained there are no serioug internal in- 
juries and it is believed, as for a time 
it was not even hoped, that Captain 
Austin will recover. Captain Austin is 
one of the best rifle shots in the country 
—indeed, in the world—and his inability 
to’ shoot on the Guerds’ team will prove 
a serious loss. 


| City of Macon Sold. 

The sale of the steamship Cjty of Ma- 
con, just made by the Ocean Steamship 
Company, to the Merchants and Miners 
Transportation Company, will not af- 
fect the former company’s service be- 
tween New York and Boston, which the 
Macon has supplied for the past two 
years, Another vessel of the company’s 
fleet will be put on the route. 

The Macon will be placed by the Mer- 
chants and Miners Company on _ the 
Baltimore and Savannah line, replacing 
regularly the State of Texas. The Texas 
will be used as an auxiliary steamer on 
the same line. The large increase in 
business necessitated such an addi- 
tion. 


Remarkable Verdict. 

A remarkable verdict was returned by 
the jury that tried today the case of the 
state against Cicero Watson, charged 
with the murder of Joseph Robinson. In 
some manner not clearly evident the 
jury managed to discover that Watson 
was guilty of shooting not in his own 
defense and so found. .The negro was 
sentenced to serve’ four years on the 
chaingang. < 

The case was further rendered remark- 
able by the bitter excoriation inflicted by 
Solicitor General Osborn upon Police- 
man T. J. Farrell, who at the time Rob- 
inson was shot and killed had under ar- 
rest George Jackson, the man at whom 
the shots were actually fired. Robinson 
was an innocent bystander. 

The solicitor general virtually said that 
Farrell had held Jackson while Watson 
shot at him with @ brace of revolvers; 
that the arrest was a fake and the 
conduct of the policeman a disgrace to 
the city.

Macon Street Railway Beat May 
Yel Fall Through, 


Uniess Consolidation Is Permitted by 
Mayor and Council, Deal May Be 
Called Off—Matter Is Re- 
ferred to the Finance 
Committee. 


Macon, Ga., August 11.—(Special.)—The 
mayor and council met again in commit- 


tee of the whole this afternon, this being 
the third meeting, to consider the ordi- 
nance for the consolidation of Macon’s 
three street railroads, naMels, the Macon 
Consolidated Street Railroad Company, 
the Macon Electric Light and Railway 
Company and the Metropolitan Company. 

Alderman Damour presided over the 
committee of the whole. 

When the committee was in session last 
Monday afternoon a motion was unani- 
mously carried that an invitation be ex- 
tended the consolidators to have a repre- 
sentative at the meeting this afternoon 
for the purpose of presenting their side 
of the matter to the committee.- 

In response to this invitation J. S. Col- 
lins, gf Savannah, representing the pro- 
jectors of the proposed consolidation, was 
present Hon. Dupont Guerry, as attor- 
ney for Senator A. O. Bacon and W. B 
Sparks, who own the North and South 
street railroad, was also present, as- well 
as Mr. Sparks. 

A written communication was read from 
Mr. Collins in explanation of various 
features of the situation. Mr. Collins 
also made verbal statements in reply to 
questions by Mr. Sparks and members of 
the committee. Mr. Collins said that 
numerous parties were in the proposed 
purchase of the street railways, but In 
law the purchasers will appear as J. H. 
Paul, of Nashville, and Herman Myers, 
of Savannah. Only their names appear 
in all agreements,. etc. 

Mr. Colling stated further that as a 
matter of fact the projectors of the pro- 
posed merger have so far only purchased 
the property of the Macon Electric Light 
and Rafiway Company. The property of 
the Macon Consolidated Street Railway 
Company and the Metropolitan Company 
have been bargained for, but the purchase 
money has not been paid and the property 
hag not been delivered, but the money 
is in hand with which to buy it as soon 
as it is relieved of all encumbrances. 
The Metropolitan line is owned by the 
Consolidated Company. 

Mr. Collins said that his people were 
not antagonistic to Senator Bacon and 
Mr. Sparks’ road, and wanted to take 


care of it on any fair and reasonable 


basis, but Mr. Bacon's contract was only 


with the MetropoNtan Company, and if 
it was a legal contract the contract 
would naturally follow the Metropolitan 
into fhe merger system. But his people 
were willing to leave the Metropolitan 
out of the consolidation and let the Met- 
ropolitan have its separate offices and 
operate as an independent Hine, and Mr. 
Bacon's contract would continue to have 
the same protection it has always had. 
In reply to a question of Alderman Pear- 
son Mr. Collins said the merger lines 
could buy and give transfers from them 
to the Metropolitan line. = 

On motion of Alderman Massenburg 
the committee of the whole agreed that 
the entire matter of the consoNdation be 
referred to the finance and ordinance 
committees of council, and these com- 
mittees, after hearing from the repre- 
sentatives of the different railways, shall 
rame an ordinance and submit the same 
to council for approval, am@fdment or 


rejection.

CONFESSES GUILT 


Robbed Safe of B. W. Smith at Bar- 
tow. 


MONEY FULLY IDENTIFIED 


He Is Thought To Be the Man Who 
Has Been Robbing Freight Cars 
in Macon—He Wears an 
Elegant Gold Watch 
and Fob. 


Macon, Ga., August 11.—\(Special.)—Po- 
lice Detectives Amerson and Jenkins have 
arrested in Macon a negro named John 
Mason, who is wanted in Bartow,.Ga., for 
having broken into and robbed the safe 
of B. W. Smith of $60. An officer and 
Mr. Smith came to Macon this afternoon 
and identified Mason. Certain coin in 
Mason’s possession was identified by Mr.

LITTLE BOY’S SKULL CRUSHED 


SAM DREWREY DIES AT CAR- 
ROLLTON FROM WOUND. 


He Was Leaning from Window of 
Central Train When Struck by 
Some Object Near Track. 


Carrollton, Ga., August 11.—(Special.)— 
Little Sam Drewrey, the 12-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. H. T. Drewrey, of Dixie 
street, this city, died at their home Sun- 
day about noon. The cause of his death 
was a fracture of the skull received in 
& railway accident en Saturday, about 
twenty-four hours previous to his death.

ATLANTA, GA., August 12, 1902. 
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The Carnegie Library. 

The letter written by Miss Wallace, 
librarian of the Carnegie library, to 
the administration committee of that 
institution makes a strong showing 
for favorable action by the city coun- 
cil. Miss Wallace points out the’ need 
for larger appropriations, and in this 
connection states some _ interesting 
facts. : 

The popularity of the Carnegie libra- 
ry speaks exceedingly well for Atlan- 
ta. Within five months of its installa- 
tion there is a registration of 9,094 peo- 
ple. The library, officers calculated 
on registering 6,000 persons the first 
year and their estimates were based 
on this figure, but so popular has the 
library been from the day of its open- 
ing that the registration of the first 
five months is 50 per eent . greater 
that the estimate for the entire year. 

The fact that so many people are 
patronizing the library argues the ne- 
cessity of constant outlay for wear 
and tear of books. Miss Wallace fur- 
nishes an interesting comparison to 
illustrate the volume of the work be- 
ing done here as compared with what 
is done in other cities, citing Provi- 
dence, where the new $400,000 library, 
with a staff of forty and an annual in- 
come of $35,000, does not circulate as 
many volumes as does the Carnegie 
library here with its staff of ten per- 
sons and its income of only $5,000. 

It is a fact not generally known that 
the Carnegie library issues more 
books to children under fourteen years 
of age in one day than the old Young 
Men’s Library Association did to both 
adults and children. 

The usefulness and popularity of the 
Carnegie library are unquestioned. It 
is one of the most valuable institutions 
in the city and the people recognize its 
value. It deserves the most liberal 
support from the hands of the city 
council. The library asks for but lit- 
tle; council should find some way of 
meeting its needs. 
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He Took to the Woods. 

One of Atlanta’s busiest negro poli- 
ticlans was heard yesterday criticising 
the ‘visitors in attendance upon the 
Negro Young People’s Congress on the 
ground that “they don’t represent 
nuthin’, nohow.” 

So far as we have been able to dis- 


ment that has been made upon the 
congress and its: members. 

The men at the head of this great 
work are to be congratulated no less 
upon having aroused the displeasure 
of the element represented by this crit- 
ic than for having earned the hearty 
indorsement of all honestly inter- 
ested in the upbuilding of their race. 
They are to be congratulated also be- 
cause the negro politician finds no 
place in their midst. 

The absence of the politician has 
‘been one of ‘the conspicuous features 
‘of the congress. The men whose only

A Wise Step. 
The board of education has taken a 
forward step by adopting the Allport 
system of testing the vision and hear- 


ing of pupils with a view to insuring 
their getting the best possible results 


‘in the schools. 


Many a child has been counted a 
dullard when he or she was only ‘suf- 
fering frqm an impairment. of hearing 
or vision of which both teacher and 
pupil were ignorant. Some years ago 
Dr. Allport introduced in the Chicago 
schools a system of examination which 
has been taken ‘up by the school au- 
thorities of most of the larger cities 
and which, according to official re 
ports, has given splendid results. It {s 
understood that the system is simple, 
the preliminany tests being made by 
the teacher, who, when anything is 
found wrong, reports it to.the parents. 
This is notice of the necessity of treat- 
ment. In cases where the parent or 
guardian is not able to see that proper 
treatment is given, this will be done 
by charity. 

In any event, the result will bs that 
the eyes and ears of the school chil- 
dren will be given proper treatment Ins 
accord with the most advanced mod- 
ern practice. The new system is cer- 
tain to bring good results. 


A Triumph of Surgery. 

When the startling news of the en- 
forced postponement of the long-look- 
ed-for coronation was given to the 
world, there was very general. belief 
that the king was doomed—that the 
gypsy prophecy he feared would be re- 
alized and he would never be crowned. 

That the dire prophecies made at 
that time did not come true was due 
entirely to the skill of his surgeons. 
Stricken by what was considered by 
many an incurable trouble—a trouble 
which a few years ago would have 
been accepted as fatal with so distin- 
guished a patient—the king’s case was 
so skillfully handled by the surgeon§ 
that their distinguished patient was 
able a few weeks later to go through 
the trying ordeal of the coronation al- 
most as if he had never been ill. 
Wiewed in this light, the coronation 
was a striking testimonial to modern 
The New York Sun sug- 
gests that the Englishman on whose 
head the crown was placed in West-. 
minster Abbey was really Joseph Lds- 
ter—the head from which came the 
discoveries in the application of the 
antiseptic treatment by which the life 


of Edward and the lives of many thou- 


sands of other sufferers apparently 
doomed to die have been saved. _ 
The suggestion will certainly have 
the approval of the scientific world. 
The king owes his life to modern anti- 
septic surgery. 7 
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Needed Reforms. 

The action of the prison commission 
in providing for the ‘separation of 
youthful convicts from the older crim- 
inals will commend itself to all think- 
ing people in Georgia. Orders have 
been issued for separate quarters, for 
special moral instruction, and for the 
establishment of a school on the state 
farm where the youths are kept, and 
so far as possible they will’ be given 
the benefits of a reformatory. 

This is a step in the right direction. 
Other improvements in the workings 
of the penitentiary system have been 
recommended by the commission, but 
the legislature, which must enact spe- 
cial legislation to make them effective, 
has neglected to give the recommenda- 
tions serious consideration. Among 
these is the adoption of different uni- 
forms for convicts of different grades. 
It has been demonstrated in other 
penitentiaries that it is conducive to 
prison discipline to separate the con- 
victs into three or more grades, accord- 
ing to the character of the crimes for 
which they have been convicted, and 
that the behavior of the men as pris- 
oners shall count in ‘some way. It 
seems unjust that the same brand 
should be put upon the petty criminal 
as is put upon the life convict. The 
most practical way to show that the 
difference in crimes is recognized by 
the authorities is by the dress. 

Convicts might be promoted from 
one grade-to another for good be- 
havior. This would, of course, make 
no difference in the term of sentence, 
put it would assist in preserving order 
and getting good results. Where this 
has been tried it has been found that 
the dread of having to go back to the 
stripes acts as the best deterrent to 
breaches of prison discipline. The 
Georgia commission, which has made 
a systematic study of these problems, 
has recommended these reforms and 
it is to he hoped they will be adopted. 


Eating His Words. 

Chairman Babcock, of the republil- 
can congressional committee, is hav- 
ing hard work with his explanation de- 
partment.

“I maintain thor tf n'a pane of the’ 
policy of protection to protect the con- 
sumer. .We can. today produce and 
undersell the world. Shall we con- 
tinue a tariff upon articles that are in 
fact articleg_ of -export? If congress 
maintains a tariff on such articles, the 
whole theory of protection falls to the 
ground and it simply inures to the 
benefit of those who may securé the 
control of any such commodity, since 
by its aid they can fix exorbitant 
prices in the domestic market. How. 
can such a policy be defended?” 

It was because he felt that the peo- 
ple were demanding the removal of 
the high rates which have given cer- 
tain great corporations control of the 
home market, while they are selling 
their products abroad below the price 
the same articles are furnished Amer- 
ican consumers, that Mr. Babcock in- 
troduced certain bills for the removal 
of the tariff on these commodities. 
His action called forth threats from 
other republican leaders that if the 
bills were pressed the tariff should be 
taken from lumber in order to strike 
Mr. Babcock’s constituents. The Wis- 
consin man promptly called this bluff. 
Instead of being called off by these 
threats, Mr. Babcock declared that he 
intended to push his tariff plan upon 
every possible occasion. 

Of course he didn’t do it. The in- 
fluence of the protected trusts was en- 
tirely too much for him. He would 
have had no support on the republican 
side tf he had pressed his bilis. Simi- 
lar bills introduced by democrats were 
pigeon-holed by the republican major- 
ity of the ways and means committee. 
The Babcock bilig could not have been 
put through that committee or the 
house if their author had pressed them 
honestly and earnestly. 

Instead of doing this, however, he 
turned tail at the dictates of the 
trusts. There never was a clearer 
case of surrender. 

All that Mr. Babcock got out of it 
was reelection to the chairmanship of 
the campaign committee. In his ca- 
pacity as chairman he is now busily 
engaged in eating his own words. He 
now argues that all he said in sup- 
port of his bills was wrong and he is 
as strenuous as his fellow committee- 
men in decrying tariff agitation. He 
does not mind proving himself wrong 
in every pafticular, now that the trusts’ 
demands are pu.cung the screws on the 
republican party.

] companies directly involved in the risks 


taken on the coronation ceremonies of 
King Edward VII, local insurance cir- 
cles have naturally watched the event 
with considerable interest. In discussing 
the subject, two well-known Atlanta in-, 
surance men brought out the fact that, 

with all its wonderful energy and enter-. 
prise, America js far more conservative 
than England, at least so far as provid- 
ing agatnst certain kinds of casualties 
afe concerned by what might be calted 
“yellow’’ insurance. -It-.seems to be the 
general opinion that while no doubt a 
considerable amount, was realized by the 
insurance companies in the carrying out | 
of the coronation according to the second. 
schedule, this sum. will fall short by 
millions of pounds, of the total toss sus- 
tained by the cpmpanier“on the failure of 
the king to carry out the original plans. 

Referring to this kind of insurance, 
Hugh M.. Willet had this to say: 

“This matter of insuring against such 
losses as the failure of a procession to 
pass certain streets on a certain.day is 
quite unknown in this country. We 
haven't anything that can even approach 
it. From ail I have read on the subject, 
I suppese Lloyds are the greatest losers, 
although I see in a recent statement 
given to the press they deny that they 
‘were heavily involved. The EngHsh cer- 
tainly have some pecullar customs in the 
matter of insurance. I see that it is re- 
ported that several policies. have been 
taken out on the life of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan for a term of three months. As I un- 
derstand it, the person securing a policy 
on some person's life must have a real 
interest in the welfare of that person. 
Of course in the person of the king 
every one would have a real interest, as 
his sudden death would unquestionably 
affect finances gererally. As to those 
who have taken out insurance on the iife 
of Mr. Morgan for three months I sup- 
pose they have some interest in schemes 
Of which the great American financier is 
at the head, and his death would mean a 
sérious handicap if not a direct frustra- 
tion of present plans. 

“T have no idéa as to the amount of a 
premium on a three months’ policy on 
the life of Mr. Morgan. Personally, I 
should not think it would be large. I 
should think the chances of Mr. Morgan 
living three months would be 499 out of 
500, or perhaps evan more. He seems to 
be very much alive, and remarkably 
strong, according to all reports. Natural- 
ly, we Americans are interested !n our 
English cousins and their methods, but 
I don’t believe that kind of insurance will 
ever gain any foothcld in this country.” 


Another prominent business man who 
talked interestingly of England's “yel- 
low” insurance methods to a Constitu- 
tion representative was A. H. Huling, 
who, after confirming generally what Mr. 
Willet had said, talked interestingly re- 
garding insurance matters generally, itn 
which conversation he brought out the 
fac: that the cold statistics of the mor- 
tality record of the United States census 
bureau and the returns of insurance c»m- 
panies prove that this ‘wicked world’ 
is improving, if longevity is any criterion, 
notwithstanding the advent of the 
“deadly” cigarette and ‘“‘fatal lacing.’'’s 

There were no ‘“‘firstlies’’ or ‘“‘sixthlies”’ 
or ‘‘in conclusion’ to Mr. Huling’s little 
homily. He simply stated that the world 
was growing better and the American 
race stronger, all other evidence to the 
contrary notwithstanding, and proceeded 
to prove the statement with official 
figures, which showed that in ages from 
2 years to 60 years the increase in 
the past ten years amounted to about one 
and one-third per cent. 

Speaking of the Erglish methods of in- 
Suring against suck casualties as the 
king's coronation, Mr. Huling said: 

“Of course the Lloyds, an association 
of-underwriters, is the largest dealme in 
this kind of insurance. One of the meth- 
ods often employed Is placing a placard 
in a public place where members of the 
company or association cain see this an- 
nouncement, which is to the effect that 
certain persons having an interest in the 
coronation (#*e whatever the object may 
be) are anxious to insure themselves 
against all possibility of accident to the 
prearranged schedule. In this way mem- 
bers of the association can individually 
or collectively form a stock company 
willing’ to assume the required risk at a 
premium agreed upon by all parties con- 
cerned. The same methcds are used if 
insuring the king’s life. This method of 
insurance, however, ts distinctly forbid- 
den in many states by ‘specially enacted 
statutes, the state takirg the ground 
that the placing of any persen’s Hfe ata 
premium, except in the case of relatives 
directly interested, would jeopardize the 
life of such a perscn and prove.an in- 
centive to unscrupulous persons for mur- 
der. For this same reason, cver in Eing- 
land, the person applying for Insurance 
mu3t show that they are strectly affected 
by or interested in the welfare of the 
person insured. You can casfly see your: 
self how an Irresponsible person couhl 
use the knowledge of such insurances in 
avery ghastly way”’ 

The ‘yellow’ form of insurance was in- 
stituted In Eng'and under George IV, 
Another interesting form of insurance 
was that .issued on the marriages of 
Princesses Maud and Louise. Thousands 
of policies, too, were issued cn the mar- 
riage of Quesn Victcria and for the first 
year cf her married life. Perhaps the 
very “yeliowest’” fcrm of British insur- 
ance was tha: instituted a few years ago 
against the “calamity” of having twins. 
This insurance was in vogue for two or 
three years, but nothing has been heard 
of it recently.

‘In Greenwood, Leflore county, a white 
man now stands sentenced for the killing 
of a negro. 

“On Newman plantatien, in Hinds 
county, @ negro was recently exonerated 
by « justice of the peace of a certain 
charge made against him, and on this 
occasion the negro was defended by Mr. 
Montgomery, who is now a candidate for 
governor tn our state. 

“TI simply wanted to make this state- 
ment and cite these examples to show 
that my friend, Dr. Jones, was in error 
in regard to the conditions in Mississippi, 

‘TI wanted to say these things in de- 
ferse of my native state. I wil] add just 
this, that Governor Longino, our present 
governor, is an honest and just man and 
perfectly fair in his dealings with blacks 
as well as the whites.”

Eight People at Poplar Springs Are 
Made Violently Ill. 


PROMPT WORK SAVES LIVES 


Mrs. Knox and Two of Her Daugh- 
ters Have Not Fully Recovered 
from the Effects of the At- 
tack Which Manifested 
Itself Sunday Night. 


The members of the family of Samuel 


three daughters and three grandchildren, 
werd stricken Sunday night with ptomaine 
poisoning after having partaken of some 
home-made ice cream during the after- 
noon, 

Mr. Knox is a traveling salesman and 
resides at Poplar Springs, near East 
Lake, about four miles from the city. 
Mrs, knox and Miss Myrtis Knox, the 
eldest daughter, suffered greatest and for 
a time it was thought Mrs. Knox would 
not survive. 

As a result of the poisoning, Mrs. Knox 
and two of her daughters’ are still con- 
fined to their beds and it may be several 
days before they wil] be completely re- 
covered. But for the prompt arrival of 
a physician and his medical aid, it is 
highly probable that one or*more mem- 
bers of the family would now be dead, 

It seems that a goodly supply of vanilla 
ice cream was prepared Sunday and was 
served during the evening meal, about 6 
o'clock, The ill effects did not develop 
until about 10 o’clock, when nearly every 
member became suddenly and violently 
sick. Mrs. Johnson, a sister to Mrs, 
Knox, who was stopping at the house at 
the time did not eat any of the ice 
cream and escaped being iil. 

When the others were stricken Mrs. 
Johnson called an old negro who lived on 
the place and he went post haste for a 
doctor, who lived near. The physician 
was at home and responded promptly to 
the summons. He arrived in time and 
Set to work without delay to give the 
necessary assistance to the poisoned 
family. 

The children, who ranged in age from 
about 4 to 6 years, appeared to suffer 
least of any of those attacked and were 
really not considered in danger at any 
time, The young women and Mrs. Knox, 
however, were so very sick that stren- 
uous efforts were necessary to get them 
out of danger. 

Last night they were reported as rest- 
ing well. It is not known just what was 
the immediate cause of the poisoning, but 
it is thought that the vessel in which the 
ice cream was prepared may have been 
responsible.

Will Not Have Any Representation 
on Board of Police Com- 
missioners. 

During the meeting of the special com- 
mittee of council on the revision of the 
‘city’s charter yesterday morning, Coun- 
cilman Malvern Hill sought to have it 
appear in the proposed new charter that 
the seventh ward be entitled to repre- 
sentation on the board of police com- 
missioners. His effort, however, was not 

successful 

Mr. Hill then announced his intention 
to submit an amendment ‘to the pro- 
posed charter, when it comes before 
council, giving West End the recogni- 
tion on the board which he songht. It 
was decided by the committee to strike 
out all sections of the new charter relat- 
ing to the police board and leave the law 
as it now stands. A section was added 
making the chairman of the police com- 
mittee of council a member of the board. 

The committee favored adopting no 
measure regarding paving which would 
in anywise infringe upon the consolida- 
tion contract between the city and the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company.

The 
company now pays for 11 feet of paving 
on all streets occupied by its lines, 

Upon motion of Councilman Harwell 
it was decided to continue the plan of 
paving some streets with broken stone 
and chert without cost to property own- 
ers. He said if this work was to be 
done only in answer to petitions of citi- 
zens that many sections of the city would 
never be paved. The ages of persons 
Hable for street tax was allowed to fre- 
main at twenty-one years.

MISS WALLACE’S LETTER 
SHOWS NEEDS OF LIBRARY 


@egistration and Circulation Much 
Greater Than Was Expected. 
Libraries with Much Greater 
Incomes Circulate 
, Fewer Books. 


At its last meeting the administration 
committee of the Carnegie library decided 
to go before council and ask for an 
edditional appropriation of $2,000. The 
committee will probably present the mat- 
ter to council at its next mecting. 

The determination to make this request 
of council was reached by the commit- 
tee after considering a letter from Missa 
Anne Wallace, the librarian of the in- 
etitution, setting forth its needs. 

The letter is one of great interest and 
net only shows the large patronage that 
the library is receiving from the people 
of Atlanta, but shows that it has a 
larger circulation of books than many 
large libraries througnout the country 
whose annual 
larger than that of the Atlanta Carnegie 
library. 

‘The money is desired to purchase new 
books and replace others that have been 
worn out by hard service, and also to 
bind magazines and such books as will 
still give service if rebcund. 

In her letter Miss Wallace states that 
the library has received a much larger 
patronage than was hoped for it. While 
the authorities of the institution had 
hoped that it would have a registration 
of 6,000 at the close of the first year, it 
has now, five months after its opening, a 
registration of 9,084. In the children's 
department alone more books are now 
circulated than were formerly circulated 
by the old Young Men’s Library Asso- 
ciation. 

What Librarian Says. 

Miss Wallace's Jetter is as follows: 

“August 5, 1902 —Administration Com- 
mittee of ime Carnegie Library, Atlanta, 
Ga. Gentlemen: As you are aware, the 
work at the library is greatly impeded 
by the lack of funds for running ex- 
penses. The present appropriation of 
$5,000 is entirely inadequate for the sup- 
port of a new and flourishing library 
whose registration now numbers 9,094 
persons. 7 

“The very fact that 9.500 people are 
using the library will demonstrate to 
ycu the need of replacing the wear and 
tear of the books even if we do not buy 
a-single new volume. The work we are 
Going with a staff of ten, and an appro- 
priation of $5,000, is out of all propor- 
tion to that reported by other libraries. 
The new $400,000 library of Providence, 
RF I, with a staff of forty, and an an- 
tual incOme of $35,000, does not circu- 
late as many volumcs as does the Car- 
négie library of Atlanta. 

.“Again, the old Young Men’s Library 
Association, with less than 500 mem- 
bérs, had an income of $5,000 and circu- 
lated fewer books in all than we are 

‘doing: in: the children’s ‘room: alone 
Im other words, we issue more books to 
ehfidren under 14 years of age in one 
day than the cld Wbrary did to both 
adults and children. 

“The popularity and usefulness of the 
Carnegie library was immediate from its 
first day of opening, and surpasses our 
greatest expectations. We had calculat- 
ed on registering 6,000 persons the first 
year, and we have actually registered 
cover 9,000 in five months. And yet we 
are expected to run the library on $2,000 
less than we had last year when we 
were oniy doing preparatpry work. 

“It will take $2,000 to buy new and 
replaced books, and $500 to bind mag- 
azines and worn-out books, and unless 
your committee can seccure this fund 
the usefulness of the library will be cur- 
tailed and the splendid beginning we 
have mede will be checked. This is much 
to be regretted, for if we once lose the 
confidence of the pecple it will take 
years to regain the standard of excel- 
lence which we have set and which the 
public has a right to expect of such an 
institution as the Carnegie Mbrary of At- 
lanta. 

The progress and public spirit of At- 
lanta are preverbial, and I believe if thé 
needs of the librarv are placed in the 
proper way before the city council. at 
we will get the needed appropriatio:» 

“Urging you to take immediate and ac- 
tive steps in this direction and believ- 
ing that the future of the library de- 
pends upon your action at this critical 
time, I beg that you wil) accept the above 
suggestions.

Over $100,000 in Suits Were Filed in 


Superior Court. 
MRS. SOUTH ASKS FOR $36,000 


She Sues for the Financial Value of 
Her Husband’s Life, Who Was 
Killed in the Empire Build- 

, ing Last Fall. 


Through her attorney, C. J. Moore, 
Mrs. Jennie South filed a suit tn the su- 
perior court yesterday for $6,000 dam- 
ages against the Empire Building Trust, 
damages to that amount being claimed 
by reason of the fact that on October 1, 
1901, her husband, Edward South, was 
killed by one of the elevators of the 
Empire building. 

The petitioner states that on the date 
of his death Edward South was an em- 
ployee of the Plunger Elevator Com- 
pany and that the accident was due to 
negligence on the part of the owners of 
the Empire building. It ig alleged that 
South had been told to go to the ninth 
floor of the building to repair the cross 
beam of elevator No. 6, elevator No, 5 
descended, cutting off his head and killing 
him instantly. 

It is alleged that the deceased had an 
understanding with the defendant that 
elevator No. 5 should stay above the 
ninth floor until he had.completed work 
on the shaft, and had so told the de- 
fendant; that the defendant was grossly 
negligent in allowing the doors to re- 
main open on the ninth floor: that the 
Operator was grossly neglectful and in- 
competent to run an éeélevator of such 
complicated mechanism. 

Edward South, says the petition, was 
26 years old and made a salary of $1,250 a 
year; that he was a man of good habits 
and discretion, and had a reasonable ex- 
pectancy of thirty-seven years, His 
widow is suing for the financial value of 
her husband's life. 


Suit for Suffocation. 

In the city court yesterday a novel 
suit was brought by H. F. Crawford. 
through his attorneys, Harvey Hill and 
Arnold & Arnold. Crawford brings suit 
against the Georgia railroad and the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany for $15,000 damages. 

In his petitoin he claims that on July 
23 he was a painter tn the employment 
Of the city and was engaged, in painting 
the- bottom of Broad street bridge. He 
Says that he stood upon a scaffolding 
which hung under the bottom of the 
bridge with other painters, and the 
scaffolding hung only about 2 feet above 
the stacks of engines passing under the 
bridge. The petition claims that a switch 
engine of the Georgia railroad: came to- 
ward the bridge, emitting large quantities 
of smoke and steam and that the fireman 
was negligently engaged in putting in 
coal at the time. It is claimed that the 
painters warned the crew of the engine 
not to“come under the bridge, nor to 
Stop right under the scaffold, as the 
Smoke was so dense it migl®™ suffocate 
them, but not heeding this warning the 
engineer ran his engine under the scaf- 
folding and stopped.

Sues for $25,000. 

In the city court yesterday Mrs. Maude 
Smith, as administratrix of Clyde Smith, 
filed suit against the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern Railroad Company to re- 
cover $25,000 damages. The petition sets 
forth that on September 25, 1901, the hus- 
band of the plaintiff was an engineer in 
the employment of the company, and 
that on that day the engine upon which 
he was running was wrecked through 
the negligence of the company in having 
a defective track and road bed at Duck- 
town. Tenn. Suit is brought for the 
full value of the engineer's life, and the 
case is brought to the next term of the 
city court.

|CEMETERY RECORDS 


ARE QUESTIONED 


Judge Anderson Called Attention to 
Entries in One Book. - 


INTERESTING CASE HEARD 


Council Committee Declines To Say 
Which of Two Claimants Is En- 
titled to Certain Part of a 
Lot at Oakland 
Cemetery. 


The cemetery committee of council was 
yesterday called upon to decide which 
of two persons owned the greater part of 
lot No. 2 in block No. 100 tn Oakland. 
After hearing from both sides at length 
the committee, upon the advice. of the 
city attorney, decided not to attempt to 
adjudicate the matter one way or the 
other. 

In consequence, if further action tis desir- 
ed by either party, the courts will be the 
place in which a settlement will be made. 

The case in point is an interesting one 
and during the hearing Judge James A, 
Anderson, counsel for one of the parties, 
asserted {n no uncertain language that 
it was his opinion the cemetery records 
had been tampered with. We called at- 
tention to an entry made in one of the 
old books which, he declared, showed 
conclusively that a name had been writ- 
ten ®y one person and severa! initials 
had been added by some one else. 

The hearing came up on the application 
of Lawrence Tripp, who alleged that John 
F. Bradley had no right to half the cem- 
etery lot. Bradley, on the other hand, 
claimed to have purchased his half from 
parties who originally secured it from W. 
H. Tripp. Just who W. H. Tripp was At- 
torney Eugene Mitchell, who represented 
Bradley, said he had no way of. knowing. 
The entire lot' was bought by Harvey 
Tripp from the city in 1868, according to 
the records in the city clerk's office. 


How the Lot Was Divided. 

It seems that’ the elder Tripp died tn 
1872, leaving a Widow and five children. 
According to the present petitioner none 
of the heirs could have disposed of half 
the lot because they were only entitled 
to one-fifth of four-fifths, the widow be 
ing, according to law, entitled to one-fifth 
of the whole. It was not contended that 
Bradley did not own one-fifth of four- 
fifths. One of Harvey Tripp's sons was 
named William, but none of them had 
the initials ‘““‘W. H.” Mr. Mitchell pre- 
sented deeds showing that on June 21, 
181, W. H. Tripp had sold a part of the 
cemetery lot to L. G. Holland for $28. 
Holland, it seems, was city sexton at that 
time, and on August 3, of the samg year, 
he disposed of his interest to William 
H. Lofton for $75. May 1, 191, Lofton 
sald the same property to the present 
holder, John F. Bradley, for $125 

Attorney W. J. Speairs, associate coun- 
sel for Lawrence Tripp, declared that 
Harvey Tripp had been dead nine years 
when the first deed, purporting to be a 
transfer of the half lot from W. H. 
Tripp to L. G. Holland, was made. Part 
of the lot in dispute has been fenced in 
by one of the ‘parties and the case is 
likely to find its way into the 
without delay, as the committee consumed 
no time in agreeing that it was a question 
of hands off on the part of the city. Sne 
of Mr. Tripp's family died recently and 
he is desirous of having the matter set- 
tled that the burial may take place. In 
the meanwhile the body has been placed 
in the receiving vault.

An Engine Duel. 

Atlanta railroad men are much inter- 
ested in the details of a railroad duel 
between a train and a locomotive w&ijich 
was fought at St. Genevieve, Ills., re- 
cently. The facts as received are these: 


The St. Louis, Memphis and Southeast- . 


ern railroad attempted to build across 
the right of way of the Illinois Southern. 
The Memphis men were kept at bay for 
two days, but on Friday night, while 
sentinels slept sué¢ceeded in laying a 
track across the Illinois road and put 
freight cars on it. 

When the manager of the Illinols road 

Saw what had happened, he ordered up 
an old locomotive, got up steam’ and 
going back 300 yards for a good start, 
opened the thipttle, jumped off and 
sent the engine crashing into the train 
standing on the new track. In the 
smash-up following, five of the enemy’s 
cars were demolished and the engine 
badly wrecked. 
_ Twenty-seven of the Illinois Southern 
men were arrested and put in jail. A 
temporary injunction was issued, enjoin- 
ing the Memphis road from doing any 
further work for twenty days.

Work on New Railroad. 

Cuthbert, Ga., August 11.—(Spegial.)—

Lawyers Say fapembe. Conrt ef ‘State 
Needs Rollel.. | 


SUBCOMMITTEE IS NAMED 


Will Draw Up Bili Providing for Es- 
tablishment of New Court—Com- 
mittee To Meet Again in 
Atlanta on Septem- 
ber 13. 


The supreme: court committee of the 
Georgia Bar Association Will recommend 
the establishment of an appellate court to 
relievé fie supreme couft of a portion 
of the enormous volume of work now 
performed by that court. 

This decision was: ;reac™ed by the su- 
preme court committee of the association 
at a meeting held in the state library 
yesterday morning. Presidéfit Burton 
Smith, of the association. who is ex- 
Officio chairman of the committee, pre- 
sided, and nearly the full membership 
of the committee was present. 

The first action of the commfttee was to 
rescind the resolution passed at its last 
meeting recommending tiat the law be so 
changed that there will be no appeal to 
the supreme court in civil cases involving 
less than $500, 

The committee then detided to recom- 
mend the establishment of an appellate 
court. This cvurt is to have final juris- 
diction in all civfl cases involving 
amounts below a specified sum. It was 
suggested that this sum be placed at 
$1,000, but final action was not taken on 
‘this point. It was also the idea of the 
committee that the decision of the appel- 
late court shall be final on all matters of 
fact, but that on points of law there may 
be still an appeal to the supreme court. 
It was also the committee’s idea that in 
suits involving more than $1,000 the ap- 
peal should be direct to the supreme 
: ee 

Committee Is Named. 

The members of the committee dls- 
cussed all points of the question fully, 
but determined on nothing save the es- 
tablishment of the court. A sub-commit- 
tee, consisting of Washington Desseau, 
of Macon; Sam Adams, of Savannah, and 
J. H. Merrill, of Albany, was appointed 
to arrange all the details and draw up a 
bill providing for -the establishment of 
the court. The committee will ‘meet as 
a whole on September 13 to consider this 
bill, and if it is found satisfactory it will 
then be presented to the Bar Association 
and to the state legislature. 

The members of the committee state 
that the supreme court of Georgia is one 
of the hardest worked judicial bodies in 
the United States, and that it should be 
given relief for the sake of both the 
judges and the litigants wno go before the 
court.
